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The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician and Government Statist (Mr. V.H. 
Arnold) has made available Fectory Production Statistics for September, 1959. 
These refer to certain commodities produced in Victoria. Details of Australian 
production of these items are published in similar form in the Monthly Bulletin 
of Production Statistics issued by the Head Office of the Bureau in Canberra. 
Many of these items are shown in greater detail in other publications of the 
Bureau.
